Speaking in opening debate on 
the bill amendment the Bank Act, 
Mr. Ilsley said those supporting 
nationalization of banks argued

rency, credit and prices; that nat- 
jonalization will result in greater 
economy and efficiency; that the 
banks are a monopoly or through 
the system of interlocking direct- 
orates constitute part of a “big 
business” monopoly and that nat- 
jonalization is necessary as a 
first step to bring about the end 
of private enterprise and usher 
in the socialist state. 

He said recent Social 
statements in the Commons led him 
to expect a proposal that the gov- 
ernment should borrow its require- 
ments from the Bank of Canada 
with a requirement that chartered 
banks hold 100 per cent reserves 
against increases on their deposits 
beyond a specified figure.

Liberators Hit 
Invasion Coast

LONDON, May 3. — American 
Liberators attacked the French 
“rocket coast” today, the 17th 
straight day of the pre-invasion 
offensive, in the wake of R.A.F.

smashing at transport hubs and 
war plants in Germany, France 
and Italy. 

Thunderbolt and Mustang fight- 
ers accompanied the Liberators in 
the 12th consecutive day of offens- 
ive operations by the Eighth Air 
Force alone. 

A small force of Mitchell and 
Mosquito bombers of the British 
Tactical Air Force attacked targets 
in northern France this afternoon. 
They were escorted by Canadian 
Spitfires. 

200 BOMBERS USED 

Around 200 Liberators escorted 
by a comparable number of fighters 
ferried perhaps 500 tons of bombs 
across the channel to maintain the

LONDON, May 3,—(CP)—Com- 
monwealth prime ministers were 
told “all the invasion secrets’ dur- 
ing yesterday’s meeting at 10 Down- 
ing Street, the Daily Express pol- 
itical correspondent reported today, 

While the meeting was in pro- 
gress, the chiefs of all the fighting 
services waited outside and were 
called in as technical angles arose, 
the correspondent said.

OTTAWA, May 3—(CP)—Un- 
der a proposed farm improvement 
loans act the government will be 
authorized to give limited guaran- 
tees to banks in respect of loans 
to farmers, Finance Minister Ils- 
ley said yesterday in the Com- 
mons reviewing proposed mea- 
sures to facilitate farm credit. 
The guarantee to the banks will 

cover 10 per cent of the aggregate 
of loans in the eligible category, and 
the maximum rate of interest al- 
lowed to be charged by the banks 
will be five per cent simple interest 
per year, he said. 

The legislation will permit guar- 
antee of loans not only to farmers 
who own their farms, but also to 
purchasers under agreements for 
sale and to tenant farmers. 


ENCOURAGE CREDIT 

Mr. Ilsley said the solution adopt- 
ed for providing needs of agricul- 
ture for intermediate credit is 
based on proposed measures which 
will make it possible for the chart- 
ered banks to supply credit to agri- 
culture and encourage them to sup- 
ply those needs to the fullest ex- 
tent on reasonable terms.

Alberta Passes 
60.7% of Quota 


In Loan Drive 


Alberta had reached 60.7 per 
cent of the quota of $37,000,000 at 
the close of business Tuesday 
with total subscriptions amount- 
ing to $22,465,850, compared with 
$15,942,750 for a 43.1 per cent of 
the quota in the Fifth Victory 
loan, This total includes all sales 
made in the province since the 
opening of the loan. The total is 
now beyond that point. 

In the general canvass and pay- 
roll savings section the total sales 
in the province, including the 
armed forces, amounted to $15,678,- 
450, or 61.6 per cent of the quota 
of $25,400,000, compared with $10,- 
965,000 in the Fifth Victory loan 
for a percentage of 43.2 of the same 
quota. 

Northern Alberta has achieved 
$5,117,100 of its $9,796,000 quota, the 
equivalent of 52.2 per cent, com- 
pared with $3,833,800 in the Fifth 
Victory loan for a 39.1 per cent of 
the quota, 

At the half-way mark in the 
Sixth Victory Loan Edmonton was 
lagging slightly behind the mini- 
mum quota for the period and 
residents were urged by officials 
to make their purchases of bonds 
early. Tuesday sales in the city 
amounted to $259,100 with 852 per- 
sons subscribing to bring the 
total in Edmonton to $2,100,250 or

This new issue will be used to 
retire $8,718,653 consolidated de- 
bentures due Feb. 1, 1967, The 
refinancing of this amount will 
save the city a substantial sum 
on interest payments. 

In connection with these negotia- 
tions which were carried on at New 
York by Mayor John W. Fry, City 
Commissioner John Hodgson, B. G. 
Aylen, external auditor for the city, 
and T. E. Garside, K.C., a call loan 
of $5,300,000 has been made by the 
Imperial Bank of Canada to the 
city at 1 per cent interest. 

This loan will be utilized to meet 
the Canadian and English payments 
which must be called when the call 
is made on the debentures being 
refinanced under the deal just com- 
pleted at New York. 

The loan with the Imperial 
Bank is being covered with City 
of Edmonton 4% per cent de- 
bentures and with three per cent 
Victory Loan bonds. A. A. Camp- 
bell, city comptroller, stated that 
the city would make a profit of 
$25,000 on this negotiation. 

This .is the second refinancing 
that has been accomplished by the 
city this year, and approximately 
half of the debenture debt is now 
refinanced at lower interest rates. 
City Treasurer C. M. Smail stated 
Wednesday that each one per cent 
reduction in interest rate would 
mean a saving of $87,000 annually 
to the city. 

The offering of the new issue 
will be made about May 17 by a 
banking group headed by the 
First Boston Corporation and the 
Dominion Securities Corporation. 
The refinancing in the United 
States was necessary because a con- 
siderable sum of Edmonton bonds 
falling due in the next five or six 
years, were held in the United 
States and were subject to the pre- 
sent adverse exchange rates that 
penalized the city heavily. This rate 
is approximately 11 per cent, Under 
the refinancing American funds will 
be available in the United States 
for the calling of these bonds and 
thus the 11 per cent premium will 
be avoided,

The increase in their assets in 
the form of cash reserves would 
bring in no income as the Bank 
of Canada paid no interest. The 
banks could not follow their usual 
system of using additional re- 
serves to make additional loans 
or buy securities.

agricultural equipment or a farm 
electric system on the security of 
such equipment of electric sys- 
tem, and for permanent improve- 
ments generally on the security of 
agricultural implements as well 
as livestock and threshed grain. 

Permanent improvements cover- 
ed in the amendment will include 
alteration or improvement of a 
farm electric system, the erection 
or construction of fencing or drain- 
age works, the construction, repair, 
alteration or extension of any 
building or structure on a farm, 
and any other works for the im- 
provement or development of a 
farm for which a farm improvement 
loan may be made. 


TO AVOID DELAY 

The Finance Minister said the 
farm credit plan would avoid delay 
and also avoid the need of build- 
ing up an elaborate new organiza- 
tion to care for credit needs. 

The guarantees of loans to 
farmers will be made in a way 
similar to that operated under 
the old Home Improvement Loans 
Act under which the banks loaned 
$50,000,000 to home owners, mostly 
in urban districts, and losses were 
only about three-fourths of one 
per cent. 

To benefit primary producers the 
Bank Act will be amended to per- 
mit loans being made on a broader 
basis, he said, This change will 
mean that farmers will be able to 
obtain loans on beans and all kinds 
of seed in addition to grain, while 
fur-bearing animals will be includ- 
ed in the definition of livestock. 

Mr. Ilsley said parliament might 
soon wish to give reconsideration 
to the Central Mortgage Bank Act, 
the operations of which had been 
postponed at the start of the war. 


FARM DEBT REDUCED 

“Although in the meantime there 
has been a very substantial reduc: 
tion in farm debts throughout 
Canada, it would be a mistake to 
assume that the need for a central 
mortgage institution has _ dis- 
appeared,” said Mr. Isley.

Mr. Diefenbaker had calculated 
that 390,000 men were “missing” 
after having failed to report for 
medical examinations under nat- 
ional resources mobilization act 
regulations, 

Yesterday, Mr, Diefenbaker said 
that this figure actually was low 
as 212,691 men had falied to report 
after being examined and then be- 
ing called to actual duty. 

The minister said Mr. Diefen- 
baker had failed to read the whole 
statement. Of the 212,691 there 
were industrial workers totalling 
117,752, men who had enlisted on 
receipt of orders and those given 
statutory exemptions, 


Mr. Diefenbaker interjected that 
he had mentioned several of the 
classifications stated by the minis-

Mr. Mitchell said that of the 49,000 

unaccountd for, many may have 

joined the United States army. 


WORST REFLECTION 

Mr. Mitchell said Mr. Diefenbaker 
had put the worst possible reflec- 
tion on the figures of men who fail- 
ed to respond to call-up notices and 
he did not think it in the best inter- 
ests of Canada that a story should 
be given out that 390,000 men were 
unaccounted for. 

“T can't think he believes it him- 
self,” said the minister. 

Mr. Diefenbaker could have 
checked his figures with the Labor 
department before making his 
statement in the house. 


In reply, Mr. Diefenbaker read 
figures provided in house returns 
and outlined the basis of his cal- 
culation that 390,000 had failed to 
report for medical examinations. 
The minister now claimed only 
49,000 men were “dodgers”. 

The minister had claimed there 
was a perfect breakdown of the 
manpower of the Dominion, and 
there should be an easy explanation 
of where the men unaccounted for 
were,

220,762 responded. 

“Between the time of medical 
examination and when they got 
their call to service, 212,691 dis-

Bank Profits 


Not Excessive 
House Is Told 


OTTAWA, May 3—Finance Min- 
ister Iisley said yesterday in the 


Commons that his considered 
judgment was that Canadian 
banks have not made unduly large 
profits and their shareholders 
have been content with earnings 
which are “really modest” com- 
pared with those of other busi- 
nesses, 

Speaking on the bill amending 
the Bank Act, the minister said he 
had decided to break a_ long- 
established tradition of Canadian 
banking and disclose to the House 
“the essential facts” in regard to 
the banking system as a whole. 


OPERATION EARNINGS 

The average annual current oper- 
ating earnings for the 10 Canadian 
banks combined for a_ 15-year 
period (1929-43) were $138,700,000 or 
4.02 per cent of total assets. In the 
year 1943 they were $144,500,000 or 
2.86 per cent. 

Current operating expenses, not 
including losses, averaged $112,- 
300,000 for the 15-year period, 
which was 3.26 per cent on total 
assets. In 1943 they were $114,- 
900,000, or 2.28 per cent. 

“When we compare this figure of 
current operating earnings of only 
4.02 per cent of total assets with 
operating expenses of 3.26 per cent, 
we have to conclude that there 
must be something wrong with this 
fountain pen theory and that the 
operating margin on which banks 
have to work is a fairly thin one,” 
said Mr. Ilsley. 

Dividends paid to shareholders 
averaged 4.6 per cent of total share- 
holders’ equity over the last 15 
years. In 1943, the bank dividends 
averaged 3.3 per cent. 


ILSLEY CITES ALBERTA 
ON COSTS OF BANKING 
OTTAWA, May 3.—(CP)—Fin- 
ance Minister Ilsley said yester- 
day in the Commons there had 
been much “propaganda” about 
money being created by fountain 
pen notations, but experience in 
Alberta where a Social Credit 
government is in power had indi- 
cated the costs of operating a 
money deposit business.

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“Easy” Money Policy 


Amendments to the banking law as out- 
lined by Hon. J. L. Ilsley are in the direc- 
tion of low interest rates and broadened 
credit facilities. The maximum interest 
that may be charged by the chartered 
banks is to be reduced from seven per cent 
to six. Banks are to be given power to ex- 
tend intermediate credits to farmers and 
fishermen, who must sometimes wait for 
several months before collecting the pro- 
ceeds from their year’s operations. They 
are to be encouraged to make personal 
Joans on a five per cent basis, to be repaid 
in instalments over a year. 

These changes are in line with the re- 
duction of the rediscount rate by the Bank 
of Canada, recently announced. As the 
Bank Act is revised every ten years, their 
incorporation will set the course for the 
next decade definitely on the basis of low 
interest rates and wider opportunities for 
the use of credit in primary industries and 
in supplying household and other personal 
requirements. The added facilities to be 

rovided for farmers and fishermen will 
e important in helping the expansion of 
those industries, while the more readily 
personal loans can be obtained from the 
banks the less room there will be for “loan 
sharks” to exploit people in unfortunate 
circumstances. 

The reduced bank interest rates will 
exert a downward influence on the rates 
charged for private loans, on mortgages 
and other credit instruments. While the 
details have yet to be made clear, the ef- 
fect of these amendments is to commit the 
country to a policy of “easy” money. In 
other words, a policy of using money for 
the encouragement of business, instead of 
permitting it to be used for the exploitation 
of business. % 


Stalin Gives the Signal? 


In a May Day statement Marshal Stalin 
broke his long silence on the subject of the 
invasion of Hitler’s Europe from the west. 
The fact that he did so is significant, as 
what he had to say is appropriate. A year 
year ago Moscow was clamoring for an im- 
mediate attack from the west, in order that 
the pressure might be eased on the east- 
ern front. Since Teheran neither officially 
nor through the Moscow papers has there 
been any expression of anxiety on the mat- 
ter, nor any disposition to hurry the long 
preparations which the western Allies have 
found to be necessary. 

The direct inference is that the whole 
question was threshed out at the Teheran 
conference and the time table arranged. 
Russia had evidently been informed as to 
when the blow from Britain would come, 
and was content to do most of the land 
fighting in the meantime. How magnifi- 
cently it has carried the fight the world 
knows, With four-fifths of its occupied 
territory recovered, the Red army has 
halted for a fortnight to reorganize after 
its gruelling nine-month offensive, and 
prepare for another and perhaps final 
round, 

Stalin’s statement is a plain indication 
that his troops are well advanced in their 
regrouping and other preparations, He 
gave also a direct pledge that when the 
other Allies launch their blow against Hit- 
ler’s western front the Russian armies will 
resume their blows in the east. 

Almost it may be assumed that at Te- 
heran at was left to the Marshal to give the 
signal for the two-front onslaught. If so, 
his May Day pronouncement looks much 
like a hint to General Eisenhower that 
Russia is ready to strike whenever condi- 
tions are suitable to start the invasion 
on the west. ‘i 


Another Satellite Quits 


Hitler’s non-belligerent Spanish affili- 
ate has given up the under-cover fight. 
Not because he was willing, but because 
he had to. Since January oil shipments 
from the United States to Spain have been 
shut off by embargo. The results to Span- 
ish industry are known to have been pro- 
gressively disastrous. So severe that if the 
strangulation continued Franco might find 
himself facing a revolution with more or 
less Allied support, and undoubted Allied 
sympathy. ‘ 

He has finally agreed to cut wolfram 
shipments to Germany to 25 per cent of 
those of last year; to clear Axis agents out 
of Spain and Tangier; to release Italian 
merchant ships; to arbitrate about the re- 
tention of Italian interned warships. He 
declares also that the Spanish blue divi- 
sion has been withdrawn from the Russian 
front. In return Spain will get oil about 
mid-summer, in such quantities as Wash- 
ington may see fit to sanction, 

So far as Franco's word goes, the agree- 
ment is not worth the paper it is written on. 
But circumstances make it all but impos- 
sible that he can break his pledges. If the 
invasion is launched soon there is little 
prospect that the allowable 280 tons of 
wolfram ore can get through to Germany, 
by land or sea. If he doesn’t hand over the 
merchant ships the Allied warships will be 
entitled to go in and take them. If he 
doesn't fire the Nazi agents according to 
promise, punitive measures will be in order. 

Back of the bargain is the point that the 
concession given to Franco is conditional, 
If he reneges, the oj! supplies can be again 
shut off, and food supplies as well. The 
background of the whole situa'ion is that 
Hitler now can neither help Franco nor 
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harm him, while Spain could be thrown 
into chaos by establishing a complete Allied 
blockade. The probability therefore is 
that Franco will keep his word—because he 
has to, and that his trifling consignments 
of wolfram may never reach Germany.

On the Home Front 


In the past wars have always caused in- 
flation. Prices zoomed. Wages and sal- 
aries lagged. A minority of foresighted 
and well placed people made money, some- 
times coined huge fortunes out of the na- 
tional emergency. The great mass were 
exploifed by profiteers. And when the 
spree was over came depression, falling 
prices, shrinking employment, a slump in 
wages and salaries, loss of homes, 


When Canada went into the present war“ | 


its Government and people resolved firmly 
that this suicidal tradition should be 
broken. A control system was established. 
An arbitrary limit was placed on prices of 
a long list of commodities. Wages and sal- 
aries were put under control to make it 
possible to hold the “ceiling”. Most in- 
creased production costs ‘have been ab- 
sorbed in one way or another without being 
passed along to the consumer, The sup- 
ply of luxuries was limited. High taxes 
and bond sales are used as means to dis- 
courage excess buying and the bidding-up 
of prices. 

The results have been good. So good 
that Canada’s wartime control policy has 
aroused attention in other countries. No- 
body claims that the machinery has worked 
perfectly. But, defective as any control 
plan must be in spots, if the question were 
put to a vote ninety ee cent of the people 
in the Dominion would vote to keep on the 
restraints until the war is ended. From 
1914 to 1919 the cost of living rose 60 per 
cent. From 1939 to 1944 it rose 18 per 
cent. Controls, with all their defects and 
alleged defects, made the difference. 

But the officials warn us that if the 
ceiling is to be kept intact the public must 
continue to co-operate in preventing up- 
ward pressures. The warning should be 
heeded, for the fight against inflation is 
everybody's fight. We can all help to keep 
the equilibrium and avoid starting spir- 
als. The ways to help are many. Some of 
them are: Don’t try to grab: Don’t spend 
unnecessarily: Buy Victory bonds, and so 

ut off the purchase of goods until they 
ome plentiful and economic stability 
is no longer in peril.

Looking Backward

This is a matter that should 
stir every Canadian to the very 
heart, and having been so stirred, 
to demand that immediate action be 
taken to deal adequately with the 
situation, This is an emergency and 
should be dealt with as such, 

The statement has been made in 
your paper in an article dealing 
with the situation that there are 
lots of houses for sale in Edmon- 
ton; but none for rent, I have veri- 
fied the situation and believe there 
are enough houses to take care of 
the present emergency. If these 
people want to sell, it is probable 
they have somewhere to go and 
one cannot blame them for wishing 
to dispose of their property in a 
legitimate manner. 

If barracks were needed for the 
soldiers or more airport equip- 
ment for war purposes, both labor, 
material and money would be im- 
mediately forthcoming from the 


Dominion government without de- 
lay. 

The present need for the wives 
and children of. our fighting boys 
is even more imperative. To be a 
little short of fightiag equipment 
would only spur our gallant lads 
to fight harder; but to feel that the 
country they are offering their 
lives for; and which expects them 
to fight with all their heart and 
nerve and sinew to the bitter end, 
does not give a damn for their wives 
and children, will sap the courage 
of the bravest and sabotage the war 
effort as nothing else will do. 

Is this the “Way of Life” we have 
in mind for them when they re-

The citizens of Edmonton should

only a little premature. His faults 
of judgment were shared by a great 
many other people. 

I remember, particularly, a warm 
in the summer of 1941 on 
the yacht Sequoia. Knox, as secre- 
tary of the navy, liked to keep his 
quarters on the Sequoia where he 
hived the strenuous life—rising 
early, a cold bath, exercise. 


He told some of us at dinner on 
the little afterdeck that a war with 
Japan was hardly thinkable. No one 
wanted to wage war across those 
great distances of ocean. Moreover, 
there were doubts about Japan's 
preparedness to mee} us in battle, 
He believed this with all the earn- 
estness of which he was capable,

It was a tribute to his stout spirit 
that he could recover so quickly 
after the treachery of Pearl Harbor, 
He was so deeply convinced of Am- 
erica’s strength that even such a dis- 
aster could not daunt him. The push 
of his enthusiasm was constantly 
behind the astonishing performance 
of the navy during the past two and 
a half years. 

As a publisher, he carried on the 
high traditions set by one of Am- 
erica’s distinguished newspapers, 
Aware of the need to make Ameri- 
cans think in global terms, the Col- 
onel encouraged the development 
of a first rate foreign staff. 

Chicago Daily News correspond- 
ents have helped to show the real 
meaning of the tumultuous events 
of our time. And it was an especial 
service in the middlewest where the 
gospe! of live alone and dislike the 
rest of the world has been preached 
so vociferously by the Chicago Tri- 
bune. 


It was good he could say before 
he died—say it truly and proudly—- 
that the United States navy is the 
strongest in the world, ready now 
for the tremendous task of the 
Pacific. That must have given the 
doughty Colonel a real sense of 
reward. 

* * * 


With the men of the navy, Secre- 
tary Knox worked well. While he 
was not always in complete agree- 
ment with the commander in chief 
of naval operations—as no secre- 
lary ever has been, I suppose—he 
knew and appreciated Admiral 
King’s tough genius. They had 
evolved a working partnership. 

Knox's death is a reminder of a 
grim fact out of the history of 
World War I. Not one topflight 
leader of that war survived to exert 
leadership in the 20-year armistice 
that followed. 

Either they were broken physic- 
ally by the war and soon passed off 
the stage, or they made so many 
commitments and had so involved 
themselves in the politics of the 
conflict that they were repudiated, 
Winston Churchill is no real excep- 
tion since he was dismissed from 
Britain’s war cabinet before the 
end of the war. ‘ 

Colonel Knox fought a good fight, 
His hearty, unfailing energy will be 
missed here.

How Sleep Banishes Fatigue 


There Are Both Physical 
And Mental Conditions 
Necessary 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


No one can deny that a certain 
amount of sleep is essential to good 
disposition. It is also pretty well 
established that at least seven hours 
of sleep is essential to our well be- 
ing and facial beauty. 


So if you are lying awake nights 


worrying, about the war, figuring be 


how to balance your budget, or 
whatever, now is a good time to take 
corrective steps. 

It is well to understand, in the 
first place, just what this desirable 
commodity, sleep, is—and how it 
comes about. According to medical 
Specialists, who have only recently 
reached a satisfactory understand- 
ing of the matter, sleep is a normal, 
periodic conditlon of all higher 
forms of life, in which the daytime 
activities of the muscles, nervous 
system and brain “sign off”, in or- 
der to permit the rest of the body 
to carry on the work of reconstruc- 
tion and recovery from fatigue. This 
change should come about auto- 
matically whenever the accumu- 
lated acids of fatigue flash warning 
signals to the brain, 

There are, however, certain con- 
ditions—both physical and mental— 
necessary to sleep. If these are ab- 
sent, insomnia results, 


Physical Causes 


The physical causes of insomnia 
are easily discovered and quickly 


remedied, once the physical nature | 


of sleep is understood, In sleep, for 
example, the metabolism is lowered 
and the body's own “thermostat 
system” (which regulates temper- 
ature by means of muscular acti- 
vity) does not function efficiently. 
Hence we are more vulnerable to 
chills, and sleep refuses to come 
until adequate warmth has been as- 
sured, 

Animals take care of this by curl- 
ing up into a ball, but human be- 
as resost to blankets and feather 
Ss. 

There is nothing in the least noble 
about shivering all night under a 
thin coverlet, doctors explain, and 
healthful relaxation will only come 
about when one feels comfortably 
warm and cosy. A small heating 
pad at the small of the back, or an 
extra woollen blanket may be all 
that is necessary. 

Another physical condition indis- 
pensable to sleep is a sort of numb- 
ness and anemia of the brain— 
caused by the flow of blood frem 
the scene of nervous or mental act- 
ivity to the parts of the body where 
it will do its reconstruction work. 

Where this change does not oc- 
cur naturally, it may be brought 
about by simple expedients. A 
warm foot bath, for example, will 
draw the blood into the lower part 
of the body.

milk and an aspirin tablet achieves 
much the same result—the food 
serving to recruit blood into the 
digestive system, and the drug sery- 
ing to dull any pain that might

tension and stimulate the circula- 
tion of blood through the body, 


Other Barriers 


Other barviers to sleep are a more 
complicated matter and require an 
understanding of what takes place 
in the mind during the process of 
“going to sleep.” Psychologists ex- 
pldin this normal loss of consciouse 
ness in terms of an “inhibition’-~ 
or lack of response to stimuli-« 
which begins at one point on the 
Surface of the brain and spreads 
quickly to other fields until almost 
the whole brain is “asleep.” 

This lack of response may occur, 
they say, for one of two reasons, 
A single stimulus, which might nore 
mally excite the brain to violent ac- 
tivity, if repeated many times at 
even intervals eventually numbs the 
responsive nerve until an inhibition 
or unexcitability sets in. The classic 
sheep-counting trick works on this 
principle, and the steady rhythm of 
a motor, the repetition of a single 
spoken phrase or the even motions 
of massage are often equally ef-

Germany will be restored 
economic health and standards. She | 
will learn from this living course | 
in political economy that war de- 
vours wealth more quickly than it 
supplies loot. Impoverishment is 
the common denominator of victory 
and defeat. Perhaps this will be 
some encouragement toward a} 
peaceful frome of mind. Certainly | 
it will aid world economy. But the 
German obsession with world dom- 
ination is not to be disposed of so 
easily, Economic justice is essential 
to the plan for re-education, but it 
is not the education itself.

The price 
of failure was a second World War. 
The matter cannot again be left to 
German self-reform. 


| EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


Third, that the educational pro- 
gram be effectuated under interna- 
tional auspices. If a supre-national 
authority is created, it would af- 
ford the most appropriate and least 
biased supervision. Otherwise, the 
United Nations would be charged 
with the task, just as they must 
accept the responsibility of the 
other phases of the program. The 
most suitable agency to devise the 
details of the educational reform, 
such as the curricula of the schools, 
the selection of teachers and text- 
books, and pedagogical matters gen- 
erally, would be an International 
University. We have outlined the 
structure, function and authority 
of such an institution. It would be 
the “High Command” of the edu- 
cational offensive. All German text- 
books must bear the imprimatur of 
the International University. Out- 
standing German students would be 
offered the opportunity of post- 
graduate courses in the Internation- 
al University. They would return to 
Germany as teachers, to found a 
new cultural tradition infused with 
an international civic sense. A new 
cycle of normal nationalism would 
be begun, whose expression would 
be Germany's contribution to the 
welfare and peace of Europe. 

Fourth, that the professors, wher- 
ever possible, should be German 
liberals and democrats, Others will 
be chosen internationally. We have 
considered the irritation of “for- 
eign” intrusion, It must be reduc- 
ed to its minimum, but it must 
never become the reason for aban- 
doning control. We have studied 
the disastrous effects of the ‘asi 
experiment in autonomous educa- 
tional reform.

Fifth, that the revitalization of a 
democratic culture be implemented

lined the possible function in this 
respect of the church, the motion 
pieture, the theatre, the radio, the 
press, and the labor unions, 

There will be educational ser- 
vice instead of military service, 
and every German will be under 
compulsion to become prepared 
for his peaceful duty as once he 
was for his martial one. 

Sixth, that the extensive educa- 
tional program will have for one of 
its main objects training in demo- 
cratic self-rule, If and when the 
German people are, in the impartial 
judgment of the International Uni- 
versity, prepared for their proper 
place in the society of nations, they 
will be welcomed to their new ob- 
ligation. No more will they be 
deemed a menace. Their redemp- 
tion quite properly will come 
through the mind. For only when 
their intentions and viewpoints are 
normal will the physical safe- 
guards against them become un- 
necessary. 

STUPENDOUS TASK 

Any architect of peace should be 
awed by the stupendous nature of 
his task. Wisdom is given to none 
of us to rebuild the world. No neat 
blue-print can possibly be given 
without grievous defect. Humility 
therefore flows, not from any ordin- 
ary springs of modesty, but from a 
genuine sense of inadequacy to 
solve by formula the most trouble- 
some threat to man’s existence. But 
humility can have two effects. It 
can induce passivity, which is cow- 
ardice, or it can inspire courage to 


aticism, which is no less dangerous 
because it is a conviction about a 
myth. 

We are not twigs, swept help- 
lessly down the stream of life by 
turbulent waters. The neuter con- 
cept of man is the real atheism of 
our lives, There is destiny only in 
the sense that we are masters of it 
and can shape it. We cannot ab- 
solve ourselves from wrong or 
failure by blaming the forces be- 
yond us. There is no escape from 
responsibility for what we do. The 
strength to face this is the supreme 
test of our adequacy. 

So in the course of events the 
critical time comes when man 

must seize the helm and stop 
pretending that the aimlessness 
of the ship is the design of the 
waves. If we must steady our- 
selves with fantasies, let them be 
healthy ones. Let us imagine that 
the young men some of us knew, 
who cut short their precious lives 
so that we might plan, hover 
near us now to plead for the full 
span of life of today’s children. 
Let us remember that the next 
generation, and the next, and 
next is in our care. In a certain 
sense we have become the cus- 
todians of the future. The con- 
vulsions of our time have made 
it so. 

A cartographer can record the 
broad expanses of the world upon 
a single map, giving us a perspect- 
ive of the peaks and valleys of the 
terrain. If there were a similar 
science for creating a map to re- 
duce the ages of time to a single 
surface; a few days would stand 
mountain-high in the story of 
emancipation,

Bracken Sees

YORKTON, Sask., May 3—(CP) 
—John Bracken, Progressive Con- 


servative national leader, said in 
an address prepared for delivery 
here last night, that while State 

Socialism appeared to hire as a 
“last resort,” the state had an im- 
portant part in underwriting the 
prosperity of the community and 
keeping the economy on an even 
keel, 

The state must restrain the ex- 
cesses of those controlling produc- 
tion facilities and invest in “social- 
ly valuable works” when people 
are hoarding capital and failing to 
absorb the reserve of labor, he said 
The «tate must protect the weak 
against the strong and provide 
facilities, for those who are not or- 
ganized, which they cannot obtain 
without paying exhorbitant prices. 


CONTROL OF CREDIT 
Speaking at a federal nominating 


convention, Mr. Bracken said that 
the Dominion government must ex- 
ercise closer control over Credit 
policy so there will be no great vari- 
ation in the total of bank deposits 
which provide 90 per cent of the 
people’s purchasing power. 

Mr. Bracken said much of the 
money which found its way to the 
people originated as loans made 
by the banking system. The vol- 
ume of such credit varied a great 
deal, not only as a result of the 
fluctuations of business, but with 
variations in the stock markets. 
Loans made on the security of 
stocks and bonds expanded and 
contracted according to the oper- 
ations of the speculator and the 
quoted prices of the securities 
themselves. 

This condition made the need of 
credit control “obvious,” he con- 
tinued. 

The ideal should be to preserve 
the widest freedom of opportunity 
for the individual to choose the 
nature of his employment and apply 
his ingenuity to the development of 
Canada, he said. But a new and 
dynamic force must be introduced 
into the national economy “to syn- 
chronize and correlate the efforts 
of its various owners so they do 
not result in the disorder which we 
knew in the 10 years preceding the 
outbreak of war.”

LONDON, May 3—(CP)—There’s 
a mild controversy going on about 
the tone of Big Ben—the 13'2-ton

Ever since the giant bell which 
towers above thme Houses of Par- 
liament was cracked shortly after 
being recast in 1858 there has been 
a slight difference of tone to the 
hour and = quarter-hour chimes.

Efforts to Compel Early Victory 
Bring War’s Most Deadly Climax 


LONDON, May 3.—(CP)—Prime Minister Churchill, welcoming Empire 
premiers to 10 Downing Street, told them they were here “in the most deadly, 
climax in the conflict of the nations, at atime when although we need no longer 


fear defeat, we are making 


Mr. Churchill’s Monday address, 


made public last night, said he 
did not expect that “in the heat 
of war we shall reach complete 
solution of all problems that con- 
front the British Empire and vex 
mankind. But it’s high time we 
got around the table to exchange 
views and ideas...” 

“There is a second major reason 
for these conversations,” he said. 
“The Commonwealth and the em- 
pire now have fighting on their side 
very powerful allies—the Soviet 
Union and the great republic of 
the United States. 

STANDS TOGETHER 

“It is right that the British Empire 
in its collective aspect should put 
itself solidly on the map and make 

all the watching world realize it 
stands together, woven into one 
family of nations, capable of solv- 
ing our common problems in full 
loyalty to the supreme cause for 
which we have drawn the sword 
and which we shall not cease to pur- 
sue until complete victory is won.”

The province applied for. prior- 
ities to build the 300-bed struc- 
ture last year, but was refused. 
Recently, however, it has been in- 
dicated the necessary materials 
are now more plentiful, and ap- 
plication for building and equip- 
ment priorities have been renew- 
ed, “Everything we have heard 
$o far about the new application 
is favorable,” Dr. Cross said Wed- 
nesday. 

It has been announced that funds 
to build the hospital will be pro- 
vided out of Alberta's $2,000,000 
post-war reconstruction fund. Plans 
to build it were first announced by 
the late Premier William Aberhart. 

Dr. Cross and Dr. Malcolm R. 
Bow, deputy minister of health, 

plan to leave the city Friday for 
the east, where they will attend 
meetings of the Health League of 
Canada in Ottawa on May 8 and 9. 

On the next three days, May 10, 
11 and 12, the officials will attend 
conferences called by Hon. lan 
Mackenzie, minister of pensions 
and national health, when matters 
in connection with the new Dom- 
inion health insurance scheme 
will be reviewed, 

It is expected that this confer- 
ence will discuss the system of 
contributions under which the new 
health plan will operate. Dominion 
Officials said recently that such a 
conference would be called before 
the legislation was finally drafted. 

Before the plan can be put into 
effect, it will be necessary for the 
provinces to enact enabling legis- 
lation to “tie in” with the Dom- 
inion’s legislation.

Seeking Farmers 
For Packing Jobs 


Appeal to farmers who can spare 
a week or two from their spring 
work, to take jobs in packing plants, 
was made in Edmonton Wednesday 
by Fred J. White, Winnipeg, 
regional superintendent, National 
Selective Service, who is here con- 
ferring with officials. 

The labor situation is very “tight” 
in Alberta now, Mr. White said, and 
there is no pool of labor to draw 
from to ease the serious shortage 
of help in packing plants. 

Congestion of hogs in packing 
plants has grown steadily worse as 
agricultural workers left the plants 
to return to the farms. Once the 
seeding operations are complete it 
is felt many farmers will be in a 
position to take work in the plant 
for a week or two. 

“A few hundred men put to 
work for a couple of weeks would 
clean up the work to be done. In 
an area the size of this we should 
be able to get them,” Mr, White 
said, 

When questioned about the pros- 
pects of general labor Mr. White 
stated that once the work of mar- 
keting the country’s hogs has been 
accomplished no other immediate 
labor problem is anticipated.

Babies form habits very easily, 
good as well as bad ones. This is 
because a pattern of behavior re- 
peated over and over is anticipat- 
ed and becomes pleasing to them.

One of my readers wishes an 
article on “The Teeth in Relation 
to Health.” He especially asks that 
I discuss “bad teeth” and their 
effects upon the body, with a dis- 
cussion of symptoms, 

Although this seems like a simple 
request, it takes in considerable 
territory. In order to discuss the 
principal points | am going to de- 
{vote two articles to the subject, 
| discussing toothache, decayed teeth 
and abscessed teeth, 

The most striking symptom of de- 
cay in a tooth is tooth ache. While 
la tooth is decaying, there may be 
no pain whatsoever, but it is likely 
that as decay progresses, the patient 
will find the tooth starting to ache, 
The aching is generally more severe 
as the decay comes closer to the 
pulp of the tooth. 

Within the pulp chamber and the 
root canals of a tooth we find what 
is called the dental pulp, which is 
a soft tissue made up of the blood 
vessels, nerves and connective tis- 
sue, Decay of a tooth may pro- 
gress to the point where the pulp 
is involved. With inflammation of 
the pulp, a sharp, boring pain is 
manifest, the pain generally com- 
ing on in sharp spasms. 

If the patient becomes fatigued 
or excited, or he lies down, the 
pain usually becomes much worse. 
The tooth is very sensitive to hot 
foods or to cold. Sometimes it is 
difficult to be sure which tooth is 
the one with the inflamed pulp, as 
the pain may reflex to another 
tooth. The pulp itself may finally 
become infected, breaking down 
are becoming gangrenous. The 
infection may involve the root end 
of the tooth, causing an abscess. 

Whenever there is decay of a 
tooth, the wisest plan is to have 
the tooth filled as soon as possible. 

Toothache may also be caused by 
inflammation of the membrane 
around a tooth, It is likely to. be 
steady in type and is not affected 
much by heat or cold. The tooth 
may be free from decay. Usually 
the tooth is so sensitive to pres- 
sure that it is sore to the touch. 
Chewing, or just bringing the teeth 
together in closing the mouth, may 
increase the ache. Swelling may 
develop, or an abscess may form. 
Generally the tooth is raised 
enough in its socket so that it hits 
before any of the others. Inflamma- 
tion of this kind may be due to 
overstrain of a tooth, or due to a 
septic pulp, that is, to a pulp which 
has broken down and has under 


gone putrefactive changes. The 
patient should see a competent 
dentist. 


In additional to the local aches 
produced by decaying teeth, there 
may be an effect upon digestion. 
If several teeth are badly decayed 
with a consequent damage to the 
grinding surfaces, food is generally 
not properly chewed. In time this 


may impair the digestive power, 
with an underweight condition as 
an eventual result. There are many 
people whose teeth need filling 
and who are complaining of their 
food not agreeing with them, who 
could easily cure their troubles by 
having the necessary fillings.

A package of cigarettes, gum and 
chocolate bars are given by the 
Society to each man in hospital 
every week. 

Saying “there is no such thing 
as Jeave back to Canada for the 
men,” Miss Macpherson explained 
that when a man returns from Eng- 
land to Canada he is not on leave 
but has come back to do a job and 


Cross looks after these men, too. 

The people at home may think 
that the Red Cross warehouses are 
a cold storage for goods from 
Canada, This is not so, the speaker 
said, True there is one closed ware- 
house marked S.F, (second front), 
storing materials ready to move 
with the men when the time comes, 
Goods in the other warehouse move 
out almost as soon as more goods 
arrive from Canada. There is al- 
ways a steady stream of supplies for 
the troops. 


NEEDS MOLASSES 

Answering a query as to why the 
Red Cross needed so much mol- 
asses, Miss Macpherson told how 
many kegs of the thick syrup are 
needed for seriously burned 
patients. 

While the plastic surgery opera- 
tions are taking place, the patient's 
mouth is sealed and he is fed by 
nasal feedings of fruit juices and 
of molasses. Two hospitals in Eng- 
land are doing nothing but plastic 
surgery, the speaker said. 

The day Miss Macpherson called 
at the Red Cross headquarters in 
London there was unusual activity. 
A rush order had just been re- 
ceived asking for clothing for 1,000 
destitute Polish women and child- 
ren stranded in Italy. The Inter- 
national Red Cross at Geneva said 
the organization there could feed 
the thousand.

office in Calgary on Saturday, 


April 29, it was decided that since the institution was now 


international in scope, it should 


be recommended to the share- 


holders that the name be changed to Sicks’ Breweries, Ltd. 


Changes were also made in the + 


officers and directorate. Fritz | 
Sick, veteran brewer of Western 
Canada has retired as chairman 
of the board. He now becomes 
honorary chairman for life and is 
succeeded by his son Emil G. | 
Sick. Retiring from the director- 
ate are W. H. Sheppard of Ed- 
monton and J. Gordon Walford of 
Calgary. Mr. Sheppard, also a 
veteran brewer, was named hon- | 
orary vice-chairman for life. Mr. | 
Walford was formerly managing 
director, 

The three will be succeeded on 
the board of directors by Harold 
R. Carson, Calgary businessman, T. 
©. Turner, manager of the Capilano 
Brewing Company of Vancouver, 
and A. G. Baalim of Lethbridge. Mr. 
‘Turner started with the Lethbridge 
brewery 30 years ago. Mr. Baalim 
is president of the Marquis Hotel 
Company in Lethbridge. 


OTHER PROMOTIONS 

Other promotions were effected 
by the annual meeting. R. H. B. Ker 
of Victoria was nained president 
of the company. George R. Whit-| 
more of Regina, a veteran of the 


brewing business, was named vice- 
president. R. J. Chiswick continues 
as general manager. Ivan N. Wilson 
is now comptroller and treasurer 
of the company, 

“Nine-tenths of wisdom is in the 
element of time,’ said an ancient 
philosopher. That may be said of 
Associated Breweries of Canada, 
Ltd. In less than half a century it 
has grown from two little Alberta 
brewing plants, with a total capital 
investment of not more than $20,000, 
to vast corporations with assets of 
between $15,000,000 and $20,000,000. 
In 1943 the system paid $10,000,000 
in taxes alone. 


10,000 SHAREHOLDERS 

About the turn of the century, 
Mr. Sick, Sr., started his brewing 
enterprise at Lethbridge, His in- 
vested capital was not more than 
$8,000, Almost at the same time 
Mr, Sheppard entered the brewing 
business at Edmonton. His capital 
was little greater. Yet these two 
small businesses were destined to 
form the basis of a $20,000,000 
structure, with eleven plants in all, 
five in Canada and six in the 
United States, The companies to- 
day control more breweries under 
one management than any other 
concern in the world. They have at 
lcast 10,000 shareholders. 

The. Lethbridge plant grew and 
expanded with the province. In 
March, 1924, the Sick interests 
started the Prince Albert brew- 
ery, a new project from the 
ground up. A new plant was built 
and equipped. In June of the same 
year the old Regina Brewing 
Company plant, opene’ in 1905, 
was acquired. The Edmonton 
Brewing Company interests were 
added to the system in December, 
1926. Two years later the As- 
sociated Breweries of Canada, 
Ltd., was organized to handle the 
growing interests of the firm. 

In 1931 Capilano Brewing Com- 
pany was formed and after a “his- 
torical row” that shook the Pa- 
cific coast, it got into production 
in 1934. 

With commendable foresight the 
company’s heads decided in the 
spring of, 1933 that the United 
States would go “wet” shortly, They 
invested substantially in the Mon- 
tana Brewing Company and the 
American Brewing Company and 
merged the two into the Great Falls 
Breweries, Inc. In the same year 
they also invested heavily in the 
old Garden City Brewing Company 
of Missoula, Montana, and trans- 
formed it into the Missoula Brew- 
ing Company, They bought the 
Martin Brewery in Spokane and 
changed it into the Goetz Brewery, 
Subsequently the Spokane Brewing 
and Malting Company was absorb- 
ed and grew into the present Sicks’ 
Spokane Brewery, Inc. 


SEATTLE UNIT STARTED 


In this same year of expansion 
the Seattle Brewing and Malting 
Company was started. Subsequent 
mergers and incorporations Involv- 
ed all seven brewerles operating in 
Seattle. In 1939 the Horluck Brew- 
ing Company was bought and now 
operates as Sicks’ Century Brewery 
in Seattle. The most recent pur- 
chase was that of the Salem Brew- 
ing Association of Salem, Oregon, 
This is now Sicks’ Brewing Com- 
pany of Salem. 

It is the ultimate objective of the 
company’s heads to produce all 
their own hops of a high quality to 
ensure their standards. The plan 
envisages hop-growing in both Can- 
ada and the United States. Already 
it has a 200-acre hop farm at 
Yakima, Washington, and is experi- 
menting and developing hop grow- 
ing in British Columbia. The com- 
pany presently has a malt house in 
Great Falls and may expand these 
holdings In the future. 


BASEBALL FRANCHISE 


The Sicks’ interests are not devot- 
ed exclusively to breweries. They 
hold the baseball franchise in Seat- 
tle, including the Rainiers, one of 
the most successful aggregations In 
the minor leagues. They have ac- 
quired the Vancouver ball park and 
hope to have Vancouver acquire a 
franchise in the Pacific Coast lea- 
gile. 

Today the company looks forward 
to expanding business and growing 
interests on both sides of the bor- 
der, Today it ranks twelfth of 500 
brewing companies on this contin- 
ent, including Mexico, on the basis
